Britain's merchant (icet last 
year lost 2! pover-driven vessels 
totaling 25,392 tons, less than 
85 per cent of losses jn 1954 and 
{tre second lowest total on 
record, a Ministry of Transport 
and Civil Aviation report re- 
vealed today. 

The fishing fleet, however, 
suffered the highest losses since 
1938 with 277 fishing vessels lost, 
totalling 5,309 tons, compared to 
22 vessels (2,543 tons) in 1954, 
the report said 

The principal cause was 
stranding, Fishing crew deaths 
numbered 76 ly 1955 against 42 
tn 1954, 

The report added that the 
total of 4,363  cdeaths among 
seamen In 1965 un chaps regis- 
tered In the United = Kingdom 
or abroad was lower than the 
1954 otal and also lower than 
the uverage over the previous 
five years.—United Press,
